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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Bennett et al (5,213,098) in 
view of Alferness (5,531,768). 

The method steps of the above claim are considered to 
follow obviously from the normal workings of the above 
combination of devices. Col. 6:15+ of Bennett teaches 
that if the patient experiences angina, or increased 
oxygen requirements, then he can cease delivery of the 
ESS therapy. Such a detection by the patient is 
considered to be 'initial' since that term can be 
broadly defined as when the patient first experiences 
symptoms (To automate this process would be considered 
to be obvious in that such would make the device more 
efficient) . Col. 5:40 of Bennett teaches detecting a 
reduction in oxygen saturation which is indicative of 
ischemia. Applicant's claim 4 explicitly mentions that 
an oxygen saturation decrease is one of the ways to 
detect ischemia, as is well known in the art. Alferness 
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is used to teach explicit detection of ischemia. For 
reasons mentioned in the previous office action, it 
would have been obvious to use a 'ischemia' detector, 
such as in Alferness, with the device of Bennett 
instead of the angina detector as set forth therein. 
Thus, the user of the Bennett device is considered to 
'initially' detect an ischemic condition, and then stop 
ESS therapy if desired. Further, if ESS therapy is not 
currently delivered to the patient, some time in the 
future it will be if the patient wants the benefits of 
the Bennett device. As mentioned in the previous 
office action, columns 7 and 8 of Bennett detail that 
the therapy can be modified in well known ways. 

2. Claims 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Bennett et al (5,213,098) and 
Alferness (5,531,768) and further in view of Stadler et 
al (6, 397, 100) .
